In America Speeds Day 


Of Lower Income Taxes

perience of the treasury in examining 
income tax returns in the last four 
years 
and explaining some of the 


principles that may be-Inferred there- 
from especially as to the future of 
American business. These dispatches 
are based on talks with the highest 
officials of the government.) 


Every year's tax returns blrng add- 


ed confirmation of the theory that 
American 
business is expanding in 


these 
post-war jears in a manner 


that will ultimately have a big in- 
fluence on the tax rates that need 
se 'imposed. 


The first outstanding fact is that 


the volume of transactions in Ameri- 
can business is multiplying and that 
the natural and Inevitable growth of 
the business1 of the United States can 
be counted on in the next five years 
to bring In such a large revenue that 
a low late will not be a risk. 


The second and perhaps more im- 


portant fact is that the experts are 
able to calculate returns from specific 
ax rates with accuracy. This means 
.hat revising a tax measure no longer 
s attended with such uncertainty as 
t was four years ago. The govern- 
ment can tell 
In advance and has 


proved it. 


What the treasury would like to do 


s propose a 
gradually 
decreasing 


scale of tax rates so that over a peri- 
od of at least two or three" years the 
business man could figure out exact- 
ly what his taxes would be. .There 
was a time when this course was're- 
garded/as risky because of the possi- 
bility of a business depression influ- 
encing - th"e amount of revenue was 
taken. • into"' consideration.

Feeling now." ' therefore, 'that gov- 


ernment expenses will not be appreci- 
ably increased, the. tax experts think 
the low tax rates which are to be 
recommended for the next law that is 
possed will bring a much larger rev- 
enue than existing rates. This is be- 
cause American business is building 
up to such an extent that the producj- 
tivity of tax rates will tend to in- 
crease rather than dimmish. 


But there's flexibility which the 


treasury will have in the future and 
which it has not had In the past. In- 
directly it is the result of the debt 
settlements being made with foreign 
countries. Up till now the treasury 
has paid out upwards of $350.000.000 
as provided by law for sinking fund 
on the public debt. In some instances 


he annual payments on the public 
debt have reached $750.000.000. 


While it is desirable from every 


standpoint to reduce the public debt 
as much as possible there is no re- 
quirement which makes the govern- 
ment take more out of its surplus for 
his purpose than is necessary. Thus 
with foreign debt settlements to be 
counted upon as applying on the pub- 
ic debt, especially existing 
govern- 


ment bonds, the treasury can afford to 
jerrait itself a greater area of flexi- 
nlity in reducing tax rates. 


Conceivably, if business in any one 


year did not come up to expectations 
he payments on the public debt can 
be held to the statutory requirements 
without damage to the credit of the 
American government. It is not con- 
ildercd probable, therefore, that a def- 
cit would accrue, even with the ten or 
.welvo per cent surtaxes and with the 
Ive per cent normal taxes which are 
>eing proposed. 


The size of the 
American public 


lebt will be gradually diminished as 
orels*i governments begin to pay. In- 
stead of carrying 
on t'he interest 


charges as a fixed expense it will be 
possible for the treasury to borrow 
money for refunding operations at a 
rate not higher in any event than the 
Europeans are paying America. 


The, settlement of the foreign debts 


s therefore a vital part of the- taxa- 
;ion policy of the American govern- 
ment and the relationship between the 
two things will become more and 
more apparent in the next year with- 
n which it is expected- that both 
France and Italy will have to come to

Too many 
clever lawyers are already doing that, and 
too many juries accepting their theory. 
Mr. Gary and his colleagues had better 
take it for granted that the criminal is 
not sane, and then ask of Dr. Glueck: 
"But what of it?" 


If the prompt punishment of an in- 


sane criminal prevents other potential 
criminals from robbing and murdering 
perfectly sane, useful and innocent hu- 
man beings, it will behoove society to pun- 
ish him. If the pitying and'freeing of an 
insane criminal encourages other morons 
and idiots to commit hideous crimes upon 
respectable members of society, it is fool- 
ish for society to indulge in the pity. 


The .point isn 't why a criminal does a 


certain thing, but how best'to prevent 
hundreds of others like him from repeat- 
ing it. Regarding crime as a wretched 
disease antJNhe criminal as a miserable 
victim of circumstances is easy for the 
medical man close to an interesting sub- 
ject : but a viewpoint whose effects would 
be appalling if it were made dynamic in 
law. 


The new crime commission had better 


.keep its eye on the criminal's gun and 
off the condition of his mind. Long hu- 
man experience has proved that the cer- 
tainty of stern punishment is a much bet- 
ter preventive medicine for predatory and 
homicidal impulses than all the psychia- 
tric hospitals kindness can buy.

THE SINUSITIS OF CHILDHOOD 


In many more cases than physicians 10 or 20 


>cars ago rccognizcu. prolonged nasal discharge and 
nasal stoppage in infants and young children are 
due to paranasal sinusitis: that is to say; the source 
of the discharge Is an infected sinus. 
The para- 


nasal sinuses are air spaces within the bony struc- 
ture of the face or head: they are lined by mucous 
membrane continuous with the membrane lining the 
aose cavities. 
The doctors 40 years ago scarcely 


knew these paranasal sinuses existed: they just 
began to recognize such air spaces and! to suspect 
that the lining membrane was susceptible to inflam- 
matory conditions 30 ye"ars ago; they began timidly 
exploring the sinuses and relieving some atrocious 
cases of misdiagnosed "neuralgia" 20 years ago: 
they accepted paranasal sinusitis as a routine every 
day condition 10 years: ago: they have now master- 
ed the dignosis and treatment of this modern af- 
fliction, in infants, children and adults. 


I refer to sinusitis as "modern" advisedly. It oc- 


curred often enough in bygone days, even though 
It was not recognized. But I believe one is justified 
by the observations and studies- of scientific work- 
ers in assuming that "this condition is actually in- 
creasing in prevalence, and in ascribing the great- 
er frequency of paranasal sinusitis today to our 
ultrarefined diet, particularly the deficiency of vit- 
amin in the excessively "purified" or refined diet 
inflicted upon the child and specifically 
the 
ab- 


sence of an adequate amount of the fat soluble vit,- 
amin A in the diet of the infant or young child. 


Little tots with paranasal sinusitis usually do not 


have headache or head pain, as do adults with this 
trouble, but they usully sneeze a great deal. They 
So not seem to be annoyed by postnasal discharge 
as do adults, for infants or young children swallow 
the postnasal discharge instead of expectorating it. 
They generally show some cervical adenitis—"ker- 
nels" in the neck along the line from the angle of 
the jaw to the collar bone. 
These children, with 


chronic paranasal sinusitis are^ apt to be listless, 
sallow, and have a poor appetite, a finical appetite, 
often declining to eat the very food which supplies 
the vitamin they require—butter, pure raw milk, 
yelk of egg, the fresh green leafy vegetables. They 
are usually underweight: most of them have en- 
larged tonsils and' adenoids, to which their poor 
health is sometimes attributed. 


Removal of the enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids 


cures SO per cent of the cases of chronic * para- 
nasal sinusitis in children: it fails to relieve the 
symptoms in 20 per cent of cases. Discharge, nasal 
obstruction or other symjrtoms persisting after the 
removal of enlarged tonsils and adenwds should 
warrant a careful investigation of the condition 
of the sinuses. 


Good physicians, long before we heard' anything 


about the vitamins, recognized that some cases of 
paranasal sinusitis in children were difficult or im- 
possible to cure by surgical or other treatment until 
the children were given proper diet. With the aid 
of the right diet, skilful medicinal local treatment by 
the physician or specialist clears up the trouble. 


Any condition In infants and young child- 


ren that may result from focal infection may be 
caused by paranasal sinusitis, and among such con- 
ditions are valvular disease, multiple arthritis (so 
called reumatic fever), chorea '(St. Vitus dance), 
pyelitis, anemia, malnutrition and chronic digestive 
disorders^

enroH hundred of thousands each yeai 
for instruction Almost 100,000 were 
registered last year in university and 
college extension courses.
